PORTERVILLE — The Work 
Experience Education program 
at Porterville College, in 
operation since 1965, involves 
supervised part-time 
employment of students in jobs 
related to their college majors or 
occupational goals. 

A significant purpose is to 
assist students in acquiring 
desirable work habits and 
attitudes toward their jobs; the 
program allows a student to 
determine whether he truly 
wishes to pursue a particular 
career; benefits derived from the 
program accrue not only to the 
student, but to the employer, 
the college and the community.

present considerable but not 
insurmountable problems in an 
area. such as Frazier valley, 
where water is at a premium, but 
that investigations would be 
conducted in consideration of 
waste water use from other cities 
and industrial plants. He said the 
investigations will be conducted 
in sequence, with geology of the 
area a prime consideration at 


_ this point. 


He added that exchange of 
water through a cross-valley 


canal might also bear 
investigation. 
In reply to a question 


concerning tax revenue from the 
plant, Sells stated that DWP will 
pay taxes on the land, but. not 
on the plant. He said capital 
gains may be reinvested under 
present law. 

He added that Southern 
California Edison company may 
become a partner in the project, 
and would be required to pay 
taxes on improvements if this 
comes about. 

Sells said that 1,500 persons 
would be employed during 
construction of the plant, and 
that approximately 150 workers 
would be employed permanently 
once the plant is in operation. 
He said that payroll- for these 
workers would amount to over 
two million dollars annually, and 
that local people would be given 
prime consideration for these 
jobs. 

Sells said that the DWP would 
be happy to work with county 
officials on an Environmental 
impact report, which would 
include development of land use 
policies. He suggested that since 
approximately 1,500 acres 
would not be occupied by the 
plant, they could be developed 
into a park or recreational area.
